American policy, the president told 
a crowd of several thousand here 
that he had been bitterly disil- 
lusioned in the hope that the whole 
world could be led into the ways 
of peace. 
He betrayed his grave concern 
with world conditions. 
"A goodly 
portion" of his every 24 hours, he 
said, was devoted to a study of 
foreign relations. He did not refer 
specifically to any country or tt 
any situation, but his listeners die 
not doubt that some of his fears 
were based upon the Spanish civi 
war, the Italo-Ethiopian war, and 
the Japanese conquest of Man- 
churia. 
"We believe in democracy," he 


cried out at the end, repeating 
what he had said before. "We be- 
lieve in freedom and we believe in 
peace. And so we offer to every 
nation of the world the handclasp 
of the good neighbor.

Acting upon the 
Tri-County 


offer to supply water for a north- 
side irrigation ditch system on a 
basis of "equal priority with the 
Tri-County project itaelf," a group 
of Tri-County and Platte Valley 
district officials and engineers and 
Buffalo county businessmen and 
fanners moved the development a 
step nearer. The executive commit- 
tee and the irrigation committees 
of the Karney chamber of com- 
merce attended the meeting and 
Hugh R. Brown, chairman of the 
irrigation 
committee, acted as 
chairman of the meeting. 
The following: resolution was 


adopted: 


"We receive with thank! the offer of 
the Central Nebraska Public Power and 
Irrigation district to furni»h water for the 
proposed ditch Irrigation project starting 
east of Kearney and coninulng to the east 
borders of Hall county and we recommend 
that th« communication submitted be jtlven 
to President Harry Williams of the Platte 
Valley Public Power and Irrigation district 
with the request that he submit It to the 
board of dlrecors Of the district at as 
early a date as possible."

The county and state had en- 
tered a contract with the Allied 
Contractors of Omaha to build the 
bridges and the county and state 
were each to stand half the cost.

TRAIN HITS TRUCK, 


25 CANADIANS DEAD 


Ten Injured In Grade Cross- 


ing Crash Near Louise- 


ville, Quebec. 


LOUISVILLE, Que. (UP). The 


death toll in the train-truck crash 
hers reached 25 when three more 
persons died of injuries. Doctors 
said several others were gravely 
hurt and additional deaths were 
feared. 
LOUISEVTLLE, Que. (.¥>. Twen- 


ty men and boys were crushed to 
death when a fast Canadian Pa- 
cific 
freight 
train 
struck 
and 


splintered a large truck in which 
they were riding. 


Returning from a political rally, 
a party of some 40 persons drove 
directly into the path of the loco- 
motive, at a grade crossing, as it 
hurtled toward them at high speed. 


Thirteen 
were injured. 
Four 


men who sensed danger a split 
second 
before 
the 
locomotive 


struck jumped to safety. Witnesses 
said the truck passed two pas- 
senger cars which had halted at 
the crossing for the train. 


Seventeen men apparently were 


killed 
outright, 
including 
the 
driver, 
Edmond 
Houlert, 
and 


within a few hours, five others had 
succumbed. 


The accident occurred at a level 
crossing a mile west of this vil- 
lage. 


Wreckage of the truck blazed as 
it ricocheted along the right of 
way and thumped to a stop. The 
truck was hit squarely. The loco- 
motive crushed it ^j tho it were a 
fragile box and the men spilled 
out, some of them rolling under 
the wheels of the train. 
Steel 
shrieked against steel as the loco- 
motive engineer applied the brakes 
and the train jolted to a stop. 


Rescuers—the handful of per- 
sons who witnessed the accident 
and members of the train crew- 
raced down the right of way to 
pull bodies from the wreckage. 


Many of the truck's occupants 
were mere boys from 14 to 16 
years of age. 
Ambulances took 


some of the injured to hospitals in 
nearby Three Rivers. 
Four local 
physicians attended the injured as 
best they could, and a garage was 
pressed into service as a tempor- 
ary morgue and first aid station.

Nebraska be limited to the Cltlzeni of 
those two Btate*. 
The work In Question Is to be done 
under the regular appropriation* of this Ae- 
partment. The chief of engineer*, to whom 
I referred 
your letter, 
itate* that the 
comptroller general has heretofore ruled 
that in contracts for work under regular 
fund* no rtalrtctfve provision* as to labor 
may be inserted, unless specifically au- 
thorized by law. It win therefore not be 
poeclble to require contractor* to use local 
labor, but the chief of engineer* ha* di- 
rected the district engineer to bring to the 
attention of pucceasful bidders the unem- 
ployment situation in the vicinity of this 
work. I feel «ure that in accordance with 
their usual practice the contractor* will 
draw the greater part of their labor from 
local sources. 
In the event any Items on these projects 
are done by hired labor and government 
plant, the district engineer will give pre-

mob awaiting imposition of sen- 
tence. Ace government witness in 
three kidnap trials, Bolton's tes- 
timony resulted in conviction of 
several others. 
Bartholmey's sentence came lit- 


tle more than two weeks after 
Peifer, convicted and sentenced to 
a 30 year term, killed himself by 
taking poison. 


Seven persons were indicted for 
the Hamm kidnaping 
but two, 


Arthur Barker and Elmer Farmer, 
are serving terms in Alcatraz 
prison for the Bremer kidnaping 
and -were not brought to trial. 
Charles Fitzgerald of Los Angeles, 
Alvin Karpls, Bolton and Barthol- 
mey admitted guilt. Peifer was the 
only member of the Hamm kidnap 
gang to stand trial.

passed a resolution in 1933 and 
another in 1935 allowing suit. The 
suit was filed June 9, 1934 and 
when the 
1935 
resolution 
was 


passed an amended petition was 
filed. 


The court held that inasmuch as 


the claim had not been presented, 
the suit could not be sustained on 
the resolution of the senate and 
the 
court had 
no jurisdiction. 


When the senate passed the reso- 
lution in 1935 the resolution re- 
served all defenses of the state 
and directed the attorney general 
to defend to the utmost.

is important that our people should 
not overlook problems and issues 
which, tho they lie beyond our bor- 
ders. may. and probably will, have 
a vital influence on the United 
States of the future. 
Many who have visited me in 
Washington in the past few months 
may have been surprised when I 
told tham that personally and be- 


and to neighborly economic and so- 
cial iriendbhio in all the world is 
not a monument in bronze or stone, 
but the boundary which unites the 
United States and Canada—3,000 
miles of friendship with no barbed 
wire, no sun or soldier, and no pass- 
port on the whole fiontier. 
Mutual trust made that frontier 
—to extend the same sort of mutual 
trust thru the Americas was our 
aim. 
The American republics to the 
souths of us have been ready al- 
ways to co-operate with the United 
cause of my own daily contacts with I States on a basis of equality and 
all manner of difficult situations. I 
am more concerned and less cheer- 
ful about international world con- 
ditions than about our immediate 
domestic prospects. 
I say this to you not as a con- 
firmed pessimist, but as one who 
still hopes that envy, hatred and 
malice among nations have reached 
their peak and will be succeeded by 
a new tide of peace and good will— 
I say this as one who has partici- 
pated in many of the decisions ol 
peace and war before, during and 
after the World war; one who has 
traveled much and one who has 
spent a goodly portion of every 24 
hours in the study of foreign rela- 
tions. 


United States Sets Example. 


Long before I returned to Wash- 
ington as president of the United 
States. I had made up my minci 
that, pending what misht be called 
a more opportune moment on other 
continents, the United States could 
.j best serve he cause of a peaceful 
1 humanity by setting an example. 
'. That was why, on the 4th of March, 
1933. I made the following declara- 
tion: "In the field of world policy I 
•would dedicate this nation to the 
good neighbor — the 
resolutely respects 
policy of the 
neighbor who 
himself and because he does so re- 
spects the rights of others — the eood 
neighbor who respects his obliga- 
tions and respects the sanctity of 
his asreemens in and with a world 


represents my 
of neighbors." 
This declaration 
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mutual respect, out before we in- 
auguraed the good neighbor policy 
there was among them resentment 
and fear, because certain adminis- 
trations in Washington had sliRhte.l 
their national pride and their sov- 
erijm rights. 


Good Neighbor Policy. 


In pursuance of the good neighbor 
policy, and because in mv younger 
davs I had learned many lessons in 
the hard school of experience, I 
stated that the United States was 
opposed definitely to armed inter- 
venion. 
We have negotiated a pan-Amer- 
ican 
convention embodying 
the 
principle of nonintervention. We 
have abandoned the Piatt amend- 
ment which gave us the right to in- 
tervene in the internal affairs of 
the republic of Cuba. We have with- 
drawn 
American marines 
from 
Haiti. We have signed a new treaty 
which places our relations with 
Panama on a mutually satisfactory 
basis. We have undertaken a series 
of trade agreements with 
other 
American countries to our mutual 
commercial profit. At the request 
of two neighboring republics, I hope 
to give assistance in the final set- 
tlement of the last serious boundary 
dispute between any of the Amer- 
ican nations. 
Thruout the Americas the spirit 
of the good neighbor is a practical 
and living fact. The 21 American 
republics are not only living togeth- 
er in friendship and in peace; they 
are united in the determination so 
to remain. 
To give substance to this deter- 
mination a conference wiii meet on 
Dec. 1. 1936. at the capitol of our 
great southern neighbor. Argentina, 
and it Is. 1 know, the hope ot all 
chiefs of state of the Americas that 
this will result in measures which 
will banish wars forever from this 
vast portion of the earth. 
Peace, like charity, begins at home 
—that is why we have begun at 
home. But peace in the western 
world is not all that we <*eek. 
It is our hope that knowledge Of 
the practical application of 
the 
good neighbor policy in this hemi- 
sphere will be borne home to our 
neighbors across the seas. 
For ourselves we are on good 
terms with them—terms in most 
cases of straightforward friendship, 
of peaceful understanding. 
9ut, of necessity, we are deeply 
concerned about tendencies of re- 
cent years among many of the na- 
tions of other continents. 
It is » 
bitter experience to us when the 
spirit of agreements to which we 
are a partv is not lived up to. It is 
an even more bitter experience 
the whole company of nations to 


i witness not only the spirit but the 


I letter of international agreements 
violated with impunity and without 
regard to the simple principles of 
honor. Permanent friendships be- 
tween nations as between men can 
be sustained only by scrupulous re- 
spect for the pledged word. 


Efforts to Prevent War. 


In spite of all this we have sought 
steadfastly to assist international 
movements to prevent war. We co- 
operated to- the bitter end—and it 
was a bitter end—in the work of the 
general 
disarmament conference. 
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When it failed we sought a sep- 
arate treaty to deal with the nianu- j 
facture of arms and the iruerna- j 
tional tralfic in arms. That proposal 
also came to nothing. We partici- 
pated, again to the buter end. in a 
onference to continue naval limita- 
lons. and when it became evident 
hat no general treaty could be 
igned because of the objections of 
)ther nations, we concluded with 
Great Britain and France a condi- 
ional treaty of qualitative hmita- 
ion. which, much to mv regret, al- 
eady shows signs of ineffectiveness. 
We shun political commitments 
which might entangle us in foreign 
wars: we avoid connection with the 
political activities of the league of 
nations, but I am glad to say that 
we have co-operated wholehearted - 
v in the social and humanitarian 
work at Geneva. Thus we are a 
part of the world effort to control 
raffic in narcotics, to eliminate 
ouble taxation and to better work- 
ng conditions and laboring hours 
hruout the world. 
We are not isolationists except in- 
ofar as we seek to isolate ourselves 
ompletely from war. Yet we must 
emember that so long as war ex- 
ists on earth there will be some 
langer tha; even the nation which 
most ardently desires peace mav be 
Irawn into war. 


Knows What War Means. 


I have seen war. 
I have seen 
war or» land and sea. I have seen 
Jlood running from the wounded. I 
have seen men coughing out their 
gassed lungs. I have seen the dead 
n the mud. I have seen cities de- 
itroyed. I have seen 200 limping, 
exhausted men come out of line— 
he survivors of a regiment of 1,000 
.hat went forward 48 hours before. 
! have seen children starving. 
I 
lave seen the agony of mothers and 
Wives. I hate war. 
I have passed unnumbered hours. 
I shall pass unnumbered hours in 
thinking and planning how war 
mav be kept from this nation. 
I wish I could keep war from all 
nations, but that is quite beyond 
my power. T can at least make cer- 
ain that no act of the United 
Slates helps to produce or to pro- 
mote war. I can a least make clear 
that the conscience of America re- 
volts against war and that any na- 
;ion 
which provokes war forfeits 
;he sympathy of the people of the 
United States. 
Many causes produce war. There 
are ancient hatreds, turbulent fron- 
;iers, the "legacy of old forgotten. 
:ar off hings, and battles long ago." 
There are new-born 
fanaticisms, 
convictions on the part of certain 
peoples that they have become the 
unique 
depositories 
of 
ultimate 
truth and right. 
A dark old world was devastated 
by wars between conflicting reli- 
gions. A dark modern world faces 
wars between conflicting economic 
and political fanaticisms in which 
are intertwined race hatreds. To 
bring it home, it is as if within the 
territorial limits of the United States 
48 nations with 48 forms of govern, 
ment. 48 customs barriers. 48 lan- 
guages and 48 eternal and different 
verities, were spending their tune 
and their substance in a frenzy of 
effort to make themselves strong 
enough to conquer their neighbors 
or strong enough to defend them- 
selves against their neighbors. 


Discouragement of War. 


In one field, that of economic 
barriers, the American policy may 
be. I nope, of some assistance in 
discouraging the economic source of 
war and therefore a contribution 
toward the peace of the world. The 
trade agreements which we are now 
making are not only finding outlets 
for the products of American fields 
and American factories but are also 
pointing the way to the elimination 
of embargoes, quotas and other de- 
vices which place such pressure on 
nations not possessing great natural 
resources that to them the price of 
peace seems less terrible than the 
price of war. 
We do not maintain that a more 
liberal international trade will stop 
war but we fear that without a 
more liberal international 
trade 
war is a natural sequence. 
The congress of the United States 
has given me certain authority to 
provide 
safeguards 
of 
American 
neurahty in case of war. 
The 
president 
of the 
United 
States, who. under our constitution 
is vested with primary authority to 
conduct our international relations 
thus has been given new weapons 
with which to maintain our neu- 
trality. 
Nevertheless, and I speak from a 
long experience, the effective main- 
tenance of American neutrality de- 
pends today, as in the oast, on the 
wisdom and determination of who- 
ever at the moment occupy the of- 
fices of president and secretary ol 
state. 
It is clear that our present policy 
and the measures passed by the 
congress would, in the event of a 
war on some other continent, re- 
duce war profits which would other- 
wise accrue to American citizens 
Industrial and agricultural produc- 
tion for a war market may give im- 
mense fortunes to a few men: for 
the nation as a whole it produces 
disaster It was the prospect of war 
profits that made our farmers in 
the west plow up prairie land tha 
should never have been plowed ,bu 
should have been left for grazing 
cattle 
Today we are reaping the 


! harvest of those war profits in the 
dust stoims which have devastated 
those war plowed areas. 


War Profia. 
It was the prospect of war profits 
that caused the extension of mo 
nopoly and unjustified expansion o 
industry and a price level so high 
that the normal relationship be 
tween debtor ana creditor was de- 
stroyed. 
Nevertheless, if war should break 
out again in ano'-her continent, le 
us not blink the fact that we woulc 
find in this country thousands o 
Americans who. seeking immediate 
riches, fool's gold, would attempt'to 
break down or evade our neutrality 
Thev would tell you—and, unfor 
tunateiy their views would get widi 
publicity—that if they could pro 
duce and ship this and that and the 
o:her article to belligerent nations. 
the unemployed ol America would 
all find work. Thev would tell you 
that if they could extend credit 
to warring nations that credit would 
be useci in the United States to 
build homes and factories and pay 
our debts. Thev would tell you that 
America onre more would capture 
the trade of the world. 
It would be hard to resist that 
clamor; it would be hard for many 
Americans. I fear, to look beyond— 
to realize the inevitable penalties, 
the inevitable day of reckoning that 
comes from a false prosperity. To 
resist the clamor of that greed, if 
war should come, would require the 
unswerving support ol all Amer- 
icans who love peace. 
If we fnce the choice of profits 
or peace. Ihe nation will answer— 
must answer -"we choose peace." It 
i.s the du!v of al! of us to encourage 
such a body of public opinion in 
this countiv thai the answer will bo 
clear and for all practical purposes 
unanimous. 


Need Meditation and Prayer. 
With that wise and experienced 
man who is our secretary of state. 
whose statesmanship has met with 
such wide approval. I have thought 
and worked long and hard on the

But all the wisdom 
I of America is not to be found in thr 
white house or in the department 
of state; we need the meditation. 
the prayer and the positive support 
of the people of America who go 
along with us in seeking peace. 
No matter how we are supported 
bv neutrality legislation, we must 
remember that no laws can r*> wo- 
videcl to cover every oontinfreney. 
for it is lmpo-«lble to immrinp how 
every future event mtj chape It-

In spite of every possible fore- 
thought, international relations in- 
volve of necessity a vast uncharted 
area. In that area safe sailing will 
depend on the knowledge and the 
experience and the wisdom of those 
who direct our foreign policy. Peace 
will depend on their day to day de- 
cisions. 
At this late date, with the wis- 
dom which is so easy after the 
event and so difficult before the 
event, we find it possible to trace 
the tragic series of small decisions 
which led Europe into the great 
war in 1914 and eventually engulfed 
us and many other nations. 
We can keep out of war if those 
who watch and decide have a suf- 
ficiently detailed understanding ol 
international affairs to make cer- 
tain that the small decisions of each 
day do not lead toward war and if. 
at the same time, they possess the 
courage to say no to those who self- 
ishly or unwisely would let us KO 
to war. 
Of all the nations of the world 
today we are. in many ways, most 
singularly 
blessed.

there are remoter nations that wish 
us not good but ill, they know that.

1 deal spokesmen about the con- 
tinued advance in business and in- 
dustry, and following the usual 
| practice of political propagandists 
all credit is taken by the admin- 
istration. Two industries, the au- 
tomotive and 
steel, have made 


such large advances that 
they 


have been particularly selected to 
illustrate the argument that new 
deal policies are primarily respon- 
sible. 
Steel owes much of its 


present activity to demands from 
automobile makers, and so the two 
are inextricably bound. 


If it were true that new deal 


policies were responsible for bet- 
ter business, one would expect the 
leaders of the automotive industry 
to be most grateful. Yet we have 
Alfred P. Sloan, head of General 
Motors, reporting to his stock- 
holders that the management is 
not making any important com- 
mitments for the future because 
of the unbalanced federal budget. 
He points out as has been done 
by others that a nation like an 
individual cannot go on indefi- 
nitely spending more than it col- 
lects without bringing down the 
whole business structure. 


Mr. Sloan says: 
"Constructive 


enterprise sponsored by 
private 


industry must be substituted for 
boondoggling actuated by the po- 
litical consideration and paid for 
not only by the taxpayer but by 
every individual consuming goods 
and using services. 
And that is 


entirely possible when it is de- 
sired to make it possible. 
Every 


day of delay simply means an 
added burden carried into the fu- 
ture. The nation cannot continue 
indefinitely lowering the ceiling of 
opportunity for constructive en- 
terprise thru the influence of a 
constantly increasing indebtedness. 
And that is just what is being 
done." 


Prosperity in the automotive in- 


dustry, he says, has been due to 
the additions to purchasing power 
given by government expenditures 
of taxpayers' money, to the fact 
that an automobile is the 
first 


thing the average man buys when 
he has the means, and to the fact 
that there has been a dearth of 
sales due to longer use of ma- 
chines during the depression.

DERLIN. (By Wireless). Ger- 
•^ many has cleaned up enough 
gold medals in the Olympics to 
start a gold mine. Claiming the 
Olympics by a wide margin, via 
the gold medal route, Berlin is now 
a Teutonic bedlam where "Deutsch- 
land Ueber Alles" ' rings out in 
packed cafes and crowded streets 
as if in celebration of a victory 
in the World war. Twenty-seven 
gold medals for Germany vs 21 
for the United States, is posted on 
Berlin bulletin boards in front of 
cheering crowds. 
The high spot for Americans in 


all the Olympics was the rowing 
regatta at Grunau. In a steady 
rain, 
before 
100,000 spectators, 


Germany 
had 
just 
won 
five 
straight races, including the four 
oared and single sculls. The Brit- 
ish had stopped the river sweep in 
the double sculls, as the eight 
oared entry came on. 
The German flag and German 
songs had filled the air all after- 
noon. In the stands were Chan- 
cellor Hitler, Field Marshal Blom- 
berg, Goering, Goebbels and Von 
Papen, all leaders of the German 
dynasty. Then came the eight oar 
final, with the University of Wash- 
ington carrying the stars and 
stripes. 


•\V/ASHINGTON drew tne o 
W aide lane, bucking a strong 
head wind. Don Hume, altho ailing, 
took his vital position in the crew. 
Coach Al Ulbrickson was worried, 
facing a possible defeat. The Wash- 
ington crew, unbeaten in every 
form of race for four mile sprints, 
was away last. The Swiss, Ital- 
ians and Germans set the early 
pace. Washington was well behind 
in fifth place at the end of the 
first 1,000 meters. 
With 5,000 meters left, Wash- 
ington, 6,000 miles from home, 
started a sprint that lifted every 
American to his feet. On and on 
they came, faster and faster in a 
terrific sprint. I have never seen 
American partisans more excited 
As Washington caught and passed 
Italy and Germany, both fast and 
powerful 
crews, the 
American 


demonstration became almost hys- 
teria. 
Italy challenged again, as at Los 


Angeles, but the game kids from 
Washington won by half a length, 
catching the ringing applause of 
the German crowds, and the Ger- 
man band not only played the 
United States national anthem but 
also the Stars and Stripes For- 
ever as a tribute to Washington's 
fast and gritty finish. The United

It isn't difficult to guess what 
ype of scoring the German chief 
accountant will use in making his 
final tally. 
It is certain to be 
what is known as the "collapsible 
kayak." This ia a system which 
gained its name from the fact that 
t gives just as much credit for a 
'irst 
place 
in the 
collapsible 
kayak event, or any other 10 cent 
store competition, as it does for 
first place in a major event such 
as the 100-meter dash. 
That Germany intends to apply 
the "collapsible kayak" formula 
in making its final tally ia no 
secret, for the newspapers already 
have tipped the statistician'* hand 
by their treatment 
of Olympic 
news. All during the games their 
most flamboyant 
type 
and top 
headlines have been reserved for 
German triumphs, no matter how 
silly the event. 


Point of View. 


The day Jesse Owens won his 
third major medal the papers gave 
it only half as much space as they 
devoted to the fact that a couple 
of cask calved nazis named Joe 
had pedaled to victory In tandem 
bicycle competition. The fact that 
a tandem is nothing: more than a 
bicycle for two, 
and that the 
triumph was scored out in the 
woods before barely a quorum of 
customers, didn't matter at all. 
Using its own scoring, Germany 
is a cinch to win, for it* perform- 
ers have b<eld a death grip on i 
silly symphony of events from the 
start. The nazis had something 
like 27 gold medals at the start 
of the final 
day, and 
most o: 
them were won in such Rube Gold- 
berg competitions as the horse 
the bars, small bore gets, anc 
canoes, with and without rumbli 
seats. 
The 
nazis' 
on-the-leve 


medals were limited to the shot 
put, 
javelin (male and female) 


hammer, female discus, and pen 
tathlon. 
Just what 
other 
statisticians 


will figure out to offset Germany's 
"kayak" system is not known. The 
United States, with but 20 or 23 
gold medals, must think of some 
thing. It might not be a bad idea 
for our side to claim first places 
for kicking more members off th< 
team, for the most ragged march 
ing on opening day, for winning a 
majority 
of events that 
really 
matter, and for having in Gus 
Kirby the most prominent brass 
hat on the field during the track 
events. Yes, our side should gel 
at least 50 points for Klrby. 


All Claim Victory. 


If the United States would fol- 


low 
Germany's lead 
and starl 


claiming everything in sight, then 
all other nations would fall in line 
and everybody could go 
home 


claiming victory and very happy. 
Hungary, for example, could place 
a premium of 1,000 points on fenc- 
ing with sabers, which it won. -And 
China could vote itself the same 
for the five hurdles its "hurdlers" 
knocked down in one race. Ber- 
muda, Iceland and other countries 
which didn't score a point could 
grant themselves victory on the 
grounds that two last places were 
as good as one first. 


On second thought, this plan 


wouldn't work out, for it would 
give Germany an idea and it 
would wind up with an even mil- 
lion points 
Right 
off the bat, 


Deutschland would claim at least 
a thousand points for the most 
awkward baton handling in the re- 
lays, and another basketful! for 
being the only nation 
on earth 


which could 
fill an 
arena for 


weight lifting 


But let's not get bitter about 


who won the games. Let's be im- 
partial and fair 
Let's just say 


the United States won and let it 
go at that.
